When Pat Whetzel took the 13 word 
per minute code test for a general 
class ticket in 1954, he couldn't 
read it. He asked the Federal Com- 
munications Commission field oe 
ner to double the speed of the co . 
tape. The examiner agreed pe gav 
him the code test at 26 wpm. Pat 
it with no difficulty and

The examiner told Pat ne had never 
seen that before but "I know you can 
copy code." 
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Pat at the time was copying 30 
wpm and nearing the end of a 20- 
week radio operator course at Keesler 
Air Force Base at Biloxi, Mississippi. 
Pat said he was on a 30 wpm plateau 
and the 13 wpm didn't register. 

He served in tue U. S. Air Force 
1953-57. 

Following assignment to the field 
after schooling, Pat worked with 
the Military Affiliate Radio System 
(MARS). "At Moody AFB at Valdosta, 
Georgia, I operated the amateur sta- 
tion, KLECI,™ he isaid.) “happened 
to be one of two men in the MARS 
squadron with amateur licenses, and 
my job, along with another staff ser- 
geant, was to operate the base ama- 
teur station. We worked schedules 
all over the world. That was about 
the softest duty I ever had." 

Pat said that during the final 
year of his tour of duty the Air 
Force "shipped me all over the place: 
Greenland, Alabama, Florida, Georgia." 

However, most of his four-year 
tour was spent at Biloxi, and that 
is where he met an. married wife Ann. 

Pat's interest in CW waned when 
he left the Air Force, and he began 
concentrating on voice. He remained 
active in hamming, relying on home 
brew for his equipment. 

"T went for a lot of years with a 
total investment of $19 in ham radio," 
Pat said. "The reason I remember is 
that I had to buy a 96-inch mobile 
whip, a-loading coil, and a couple of 
small parts. I used to make a point 
of telling people all my equipment 
was either home brew or converted 
MARS equipment, a total investment 
of $19. 

Pat is becoming interested again 
in CW. He is also discovering tele- 
type. "I have an old Model 14 sit- 
ting here that's receiving all right," 
he said. "I don't have the transmit 
section completed yet, but we're 
going to get that on the air in the 
next three or four months." 


Pat participated in an amateur 
radio emergency communications pro- 
ject at Mebane in Alamance County 
near Burlington during the summer of 
1976. Fire destroyed the telephone 
exchange serving the town, and hams 
in the area joined in providing com- 
munications for citizens until basic 


service was restored. Pat received 
a Community Service Award from the 
American Radio Relay League (ARRL) 
Dor Nis" acvson. 

"T enjoy doing those kinds of 
things,” Pat said. "I think fame 
provide a tremendous service as far 
as the community goes. They provide 
a network of ready, willing, qualified 
and able bodies to establish communi- 
cations in just about any kind of 
emergency. I like to be involved 
in providing that kind of service." 

Pat is service planning manager 
wit IBM at Research Triangle Park. 
He is liaison between IBM customer 
engineers in the field anu engineers 
at the IBM plant. 

Pat considers himself a native of 
Virginia. He was born 16 September 
1934 in West Virginia, but his family 
moved across the border into Virginia 
when he was very young. 

Pat and Ann have four children. 
Daughter Renee, 20, became Mrs. 

Steve Burton June 25. Daughter 
Regina is 16. Son Vernon, Jn aces 
19, with one year of college behind 
him. Son Steve will be 15 this 
month, August. 

Other hobbies Pat enjoys include 
music. He plays guitar, mandolin, and 
Similar string instruments. 

Pat's favorite hamming activity 
is ragchewing. "I could sit for 
hours and do nothing but talk to 
other hams," he said.

wildlife. 

Amateur radio is a hobby totaily 
void of any personal profit motive. 

It is strictly non-commercial. 

A large business has developed 
through the years to supply the equip- 
ment and parts that are part of the 
hobby. 

There are, however, requirements 
the would-be amateur radio operator. 
must meet before he can take an active 
part in this wonderful hobby. See 1 
requirements are imposed by the Federa 
Communications Commission.
